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’Italian who dined with the former KGB spy may yet 
share his fate’ 

STEPHEN MCGINTY 

HE IS an enigma. An Italian academic at a university that refuses to confirm his status. A 
suspected gun runner. A victim of the Russian state or an secret extension of its iron fist? 
Questions swirled around the smartly dressed figure of Mario Scaramella last night as it 
was revealed he was carrying traces of polonium 210 in a "significant" quantity. 

The Italian who dined with Alexander Litvinenko on the day the former KGB spy fell ill 
with radioactive poisoning was taken to University College Hospital London yesterday. 
Last night doctors confirmed he had been contaminated, though with far less of the 
substance than the dead Russian. 










Consultant Keith Patterson said: "Tests have detected polonium 210 in Mr Scaramella's 
body but at a considerably lower level than Mr Litvinenko. He is currently well and 
shows no symptoms of radiation poisoning. He is receiving further tests over the 
weekend." 

The revelation that Mr Scaramella's body contained a level which, experts said, was far 
above that expected on those exposed by social contact with Mr Litvinenko, indicates that 
he could have been a target of a second political assassination - "My son has been 
poisoned," claimed his father, Amedeo Scaramella, from Naples, last night. 

But the difference in dosages between the two men may be a sign the academic was 
involved in a poisoning attempt in some other unexplained way. 

What has become clear is that Winston Churchill's famous description of Russia as "a 
riddle, wrapped in a mystery, inside an enigma" could equally well describe Mr 
Scaramella. 

When Mr Litvinenko became ill, Mr Scaramella came forward to explain how he had met 
the former KGB officer at the Itsu sushi bar in London to discuss a hit-list of Russian 
critics, mentioning Mr Litvinenko. They had first met when Mr Scaramella brought Mr 
Litvinenko to Italy in 2004 to testify to the Mitrokhin Commission, set up in 2001 to 
investigate KGB activities in Italy during and after the Cold War. 

Mr Scaramella later told Italian authorities that Mr Litvinenko told him of an arms 
shipment coming to Italy, to be used in assassination attempts against him and Senator 
Paolo Guzzanti, who was chairing the commission. 

Yesterday the Italian newspaper La Repubblica claimed the academic was under 
investigation for smuggling weapons between the former Soviet Union and Italy. It 
detailed how police in his home town, Naples, had been looking into the consulting work 
Mr Scaramella had carried out with Mr Guzzanti while working on the Mitrokhin 
Commission. 





The newspaper alleged that police became suspicious as Mr Scaramella was said to have 
"detailed information", down to the route of the truck carrying the weapons. 

It claimed police intercepted conversations with Mr Litvinenko discussing arms 
shipments from the former Soviet Union. They also intercepted conversations with 
another Russian secret service defector Euvgenij Limarev - the source of the e-mail hit- 
list shown to Mr Litvinenko. 

La Repubblica claimed that magistrates asked Italian intelligence whether Mr Scaramella 
was working for them and were told he was not - though they could not be sure he was 
not working for another department. The article quoted sources who believed Mr 
Scaramella and his organisation, the Environmental Crime Prevention Programme, were 
CIA funded. 

Mr Scaramella's lawyer says he has been told of no investigation and that he is happy to 
co-operate with magistrates. 

What is known is that information on Mr Scaramella is difficult to come by. When 
Naples University - where he has been said to be based - has refused to say whether he 
works there. 

In a 2004 interview with La Repubblica, he said he was a security expert trained in 
England, France and Belgium, was 36 and had two children. 

He also said he had held a post at San Jose University in the United States and had been 
recruited by the CIA to go to Colombia to research links between Russian spies and drug 
trafficking. 

On 13 March, 2004, while he was a consultant for the inquiry into alleged links between 
the KGB and the leftist Italian militants the Red Brigades, he was caught in gunfire 
between police and Mafia. 

Information about the Environmental Crime Prevention Programme, which Mr 
Scaramella is said to head, is also scarce. 

Nick Pisa, the first British journalist to interview Mr Scaramella following the Litvinenko 
poisoning, said: "The one thing I could not shake from my mind was how he spoke 
English with a slight Russian accent - being of southern Italian background myself I can 
recognise a Neapolitan accent and Professor Scaramella had no trace of one when he 
spoke English. 

"His mannerisms were not like those of a typical southern Italian - there was very little 
hand waving and excitable chatter. 

"Two days later, he held his now infamous press conference in Rome where he shattered 
illusions of James Bond style espionage by revealing he had eaten at Pizza Hut before 









meeting Litvinenko. Again this to me seemed strange - a true Neapolitan would never 
dream of having pizza anywhere but Naples, let alone set foot in Pizza Hut. 

There are lots of things that just don't add up. 

It crossed my mind he may be a fantasist who likes to talk the talk, but now Tm not so 
sure. My firm belief is that he is a spy, but who for, exactly, is the question." 

Yet a bright light was shone on the relationship between Mr Scaramella and Mr 
Litvinenko, who was quoted in a previously unpublished interview as saying that he 
believed the professor threatened to have his brother evicted from Italy in order to secure 
his testimony before the commission. 

He described how Mr Scaramella had paid for his flight and hotel expenses to give 
evidence. 

Mr Litvinenko said: "We arranged that I would come to Italy in February 2004. Then 
around that time something unexplainable happened. I have a brother called Maxim who 
has lived in Italy for four years. A month before I was due to arrive Maxim called me in a 
desperate state. 

"The police no longer recognised his education visa and were going to expel him and 
send him back to Russia, which meant certain death. I asked Mario for help. He said not 
to worry and that [prime minister Silvio] Berlusconi had taken a personal interest in my 
information and that it would be sorted out and Maxim had nothing to wony about. 

"I gave the co mmi ssion all the help they wanted and Maxim was given political asylum. 
Maxim told me Mario had gone to the police station in Rimini and spoken to the police. 
I'm certain the whole thing was done to convince me to co-operate." 

Now it is Mr Scaramella who is co-operating with Scotland Yard, which, according to a 
close friend of the professor, is housing him in a castle. Mr Scaramella is said to have 
commented: "They are treating me like the Prince of Wales." 

They are also treating him like a potential key to the case. The question many people will 
be asking is whether he is a victim or a possible perpetrator. 

Tests show traces of radiation on Litvinenko's wife 

THE wife of ex-Russian spy Alexander Litvinenko has tested positive for traces of 
polonium-210 following the former intelligence officer's death, friends and officials said 
yesterday. 

Marina Litvinenko had shown no ill effects after she was confirmed as having shown 
traces of the radioactive substance, the former spy's friend, Alex Goldfarb, said. 












"She is very slightly contaminated," Mr Goldfarb said. "There are no dangerous levels, no 
treatment, no hospitalisation." 

Pat Troop, chief executive of the Britain's Health Protection Agency, said earlier that the 
member of the family who had tested positively - who had not yet been named as his wife 

- had been exposed to a "very small" long-term health risk 

"This adult family member received a tiny fraction of the lethal dose received by Mr 
Litvinenko himselfj" Ms Troop said. 

Mr Litvinenko’s wife and his father, Walter, kept a vigil at his hospital bedside in the 
days before he died. 

So far 2,655 people have contacted NHS Direct fearing that they may have been in 
contact with the substance. A total of356 have been asked to provide a urine sample for 
analysis. 

But this figure could rise further as police trace Mario Scaramella's movements in the UK 

- revealing more sites that would have to be examined by scientists for alpha radiation. 

Meanwhile, the post-mortem examination on Mr Litvinenko was completed yesterday at 
the Royal London Hospital. Those present wore protective clothing to avoid 
contamination.

Polonium 


Background 

Polonium (Po) is considered a metalloid and has 28 
isotopes and 7 isomers, all of which are radioactive. The 
predominant isotope, Po-210, has an atomic weight of 210 
g/mol, an atomic number of 84 and a physical half-life of 
about 138 days. Polonium-210 is considered a rare naturally- 
occurring radioactive isotope (i.e. it is naturally found at 
low levels in soil, water and food). It is a progeny (i.e., a 
decay product) of natural uranium, specifically uranium-238. 

Polonium was first discovered by Pierre and Marie Curie 
in 18 97 while they were investigating the radioactivity in 
Uraninite (commonly called "pitchblende"). The Curies 
discovered that after separating out the Radium and Uranium, 
the remaining material was more radioactive than both of them 
combined due to the Polonium. Originally Polonium-210 was 
known as "Radium F". Historically, the Curies named the decay 
products of Radium in this manner (Radium A, B, etc.).

Polonium in Industry 

Polonium-210 is used in industry as a static eliminator 
to dissipate static electricity in machinery. The alpha 
particles from the Po-210 ionize the adjacent air and 
neutralize the static electricity. The Po-210 is generally 
electroplated onto a foil and inserted into a holding device. 


In addition, Polonium-210 can be combined with 



first generation of nuclear weapons. 

Polonium-210 was also evaluated for use in thermoelectric 
generators and was used to power the first communications 
satellite. It was abandoned in favor of isotopes which had 
longer half-lives (Pu-238) or those that emitted beta 
particles (Sr-90). 

Hazards Associated With Polonium Isotopes 

Polonium-210 is a pure alpha particle emitter and has a 
biological half-life of 50 days (i.e., the time required for 
the body to eliminate half of the material taken in by natural 
biological means). The longest effective half-life (i.e., 
the time required for a radionuclide contained in a biological 
system, to reduce its activity by half as a combined result of 
radioactive decay and biological elimination) for Po-210 is 
reported to be about 46 days in the kidney. The critical 
target organs for Po-210 are considered to be the spleen and 
kidneys. 

Because Po-210 has such a high linear energy transfer, 
all of the energy in the 5.3 MeV alpha decay particle is 
transferred to the target cell. Polonium-210 is a naturally 
occurring radioactive decay product of the uranium-238 decay 
series and, as such, can enter the food chain,- along with 
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other uranium decay series isotopes. The estimated average 
daily dietary intake of Po-210 from food and fluids is about 1 
picogram, and the average amount of Po-210 in the body is 
about 0.24 micrograms (with approximately 60% of the total 
amount present in the mineralized bone). Cigarettes have been 
found to contain in excess of 0.5 pCi of Po-210 per cigarette 
which has led to the hypothesis that it may be the primary 
culprit in the onset of lung cancer. Patients who have 
unexplained elevated Po-210 in urine specimens are usually 
asked about their smoking habits as this could be a cause for 
the elevated readings. Grazing animals in the Arctic have 
shown concentrations as high as 1000 pCi/kg of body weight, 
and Po-210 can be found in a variety of marine organisms. 

The use of Po-210 in industry has produced several 
accidents involving internal exposures (e.g., rupture of 
polonium-beryllium sources, contamination from static 
eliminators, and improper handling of sealed sources). Urine 
and fecal bioassays are required for proper monitoring of 
internal exposures. 

Since polonium follows a similar chemistry as selenium 
and bismuth, dimercaprol is often suggested as a possible 
treatment for Po-210 intakes. Dimercaprol forms stable 
chelates with mercury, lead, arsenic, gold, bismuth, chromium, 
and nickel. Dimercaprol is itself toxic, so the hazards of 
its use need to be carefully balanced against any benefits it 
may have in accelerating excretion and preventing tissue 
uptake. It has been reported in the literature that Russian 
investigators have reported some success with the use of 
dimercaprol derivatives in animal experiments. 

For occupational exposures, limits have been established 
regarding intake of Po-210. The annual limit of intake (ALI) 
and the derived air concentration (DAC) that will result in a 
dose of 5 rem for occupational workers is listed below:

I don't know a whole lot about the actual sources that provided the Polonium, but I have come across a great deal of 
information on the subject. Here's the short and sweet version of what I know and what I think. 

Most of what I'm going to sum up here is from the Nuclear Assessment Program, and you may have encountered it all 
before. I've acquired their assessments of the Polonium used in the attack, that coupled with some FBI reporting is what 
I'm using here. 

As you know, Polonium is a radioactive material that consistently produces Alpha particles, and to a much smaller extent, 
can produce gamma radiation. While it can occur naturally in uranium ore, it's quantities are extremely minut e (1000 kilos 
of uranium ore contains 100 milliont hs of a gram). In order to be effectively produced, Polonium 210 must be l I 

I It is available commercially in two different forms, either in a sealed source or as an b7 F 


isotope sample. The control of these types of commercially available Polonium is extremely high, and in the US requires a 
license from the Nuclear Regulatory Commission. It is estimated that only 1 00 grams of polon ium 210 is created each 
year. In the assessment I read, a lethal dose of polonium is considered to bel I In order to create a dose

• Mystery Russian is prime suspect 

• Ex-spy's health has deteriorated 

A mystery Russian who met Alexander Litvinenko, 
the former KGB spy, at a London hotel on the day he 
was poisoned has emerged as the prime suspect in 
the hunt for the assassin. 

Mr Litvinenko told Scotland Yard detectives that he 
had arranged a rendezvous with an old friend, but 
was surprised to find another man present who 
introduced himself only as "Vladimir". 

The stranger, described as a "tall, taciturn 
sharp-featured Russian in his early forties", 
accompanied an ex-Kremlin bodyguard, Andrei 
Lugovoy, to the hotel. 

Mr Litvinenko told police that he became suspicious 
that "Vladimir" was careful to reveal nothing about 
his identity, or why he had turned up to what was 
supposed to be a private get-together. 

The man reportedly pressed Mr Litvinenko 
repeatedly to join him in a cup of tea but said little 
else during the brief meeting on November 1. Later 
that day he complained of feeling violently ill. 

Detectives say “Vladimir" could be crucial to their in¬ 
quiry, but the victim who holds the key to this 
investigation was unable to talk to police yesterday 
and doctors say that they do not know when Mr 
Litvinenko may be well enough to be questioned 
again. 

So far he has spent 16 hours trying to recall all those 
he met and what he ate and drank in the days before 
he fell ill, but detectives are anxious to question him 
further.

Since the attack Mr Lugovoy and “Vladimir" have not 
been seen in the UK. Both men claimed to have 
arrived in London last month to sign contracts with 
wealthy Russian oligarchs to provide bodyguards. 

Mr Lugovoy used to guard the Russian Prime 
Minister during his KGB days and is a former 
member of the 9th Directorate of its successor, the 
FSB. As the investigation into the would-be killer’s 
identity intensified, Russia’s foreign intelligence 
service (SVR) issued its most strident denial that it 
was involved. Sergei Ivanov, an SVR spokesman, 
was quoted as saying: “Mr Litvinenko is not the kind 
of person for whose sake we would spoil bilateral 
relations. It is absolutely not in our interests to be 
engaged in such activity." 

Doubts persist over whether the substance used to 
attack Mr Litvinenko was the toxic metal thallium, or 
something else. In their latest statement, doctors 
said that Mr Litvinenko’s condition had deteriorated 
in the past 24 hours and he remained seriously ill.

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While the murder of a businessman is hardly news in Russia, the death of the head of a private 
security company in St. Petersburg on September 24 has raised eyebrows. According to press 
reports, Roman Tsepov, general director of the Baltik-Eskort private security firm, had felt sick for 
two weeks, but doctors were unable to find the cause of his illness. He was subsequently 
hospitalized in grave condition, and while doctors had planned on sending him to Germany for 
treatment, the condition had already infected his bone marrow and was untreatable (Delovoi 
Peterburg, September 24). The St. Petersburg prosecutor's office has launched an investigation 
into his death, which they are treating as a premeditated murder. 

Russky kurier, citing the St. Petersburg-based Agenstvo Zhurnalistskikh Rassledovanii (Agency for 
Journalistic Investigations), reported that somewhere around September 10 or 11, Tsepov was 
poisoned with "a large dose of medicine used for treating leukemia patients (Russky kurier, 
September 27). The Stringer information agency had earlier cited rumors that Tsepov had been 
poisoned by a heavy metal: "The poison is among experimental chemicals, and access to it is 
severely restricted." Stringer said that Tsepov's case resembled that of Ivan Kivelidi, the 
influential businessman apparently poisoned to death along with his secretary in 1995 (Stringer- 
news.ru, September 25). Indeed, Saratov Governor Dmitry Ayatskov stated that Kivelidi's killers 
had used a top-secret modern chemical substance from Shikhany, a major Russian chemical 
weapons storage facility located in Saratov (see "Preventing the Threat of Nuclear Terrorism: The 
Case of Russia," Disarmament Diplomacy, Issue No. 20, November 1997). 

Whatever the substance that killed Tsepov, his death has drawn attention because, by all 
accounts, his influence and ties went well beyond his immediate business. "Officially, Tsepov 
headed one of the best protection agencies in Petersburg," NTV television reported. "Unofficially, 
he had influence and interests in many spheres of business and even in the power 
structures" (NTV.ru, September 25). 

Kommersant was even more explicit about Tsepov's purported web of contacts. "His sphere of 
influence was very wide -- from pharmaceuticals and protection service to ports, tourism, 
shipping, insurance, and even the mass media," the newspaper wrote. "According to sources in 
the law-enforcement organs, Roman Tsepov kept in touch with many siloviki, from Interior 
Minister Rashid Nurgaliev to the head of the presidential [security service] Vladimir Zolotov. It is 
said that he was in well with deputy presidential administration chief Igor Sechin and even 
Vladimir Putin himself. In UBOP [the anti-organized crime directorate] it is said that Mr. Tsepov 
actively used those contacts to resolve business issues and also carry out delicate errands for a 
number of very highly placed persons. In addition, it is said that Roman Tsepov used his 
connections to lobby for the appointments of Interior Ministry and FSB [Federal Security Service] 
officers. It was precisely because of this that one of his nicknames within certain circles was 'the 
Producer' " (Kommersant, September 25). 
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Moskovskiye novosti reported in July that Tsepov had presented himself to Yukos shareholders as 
essentially having been commissioned by Sechin, Zolotov, and even Putin to "come to terms" with 
the embattled oil company. "As soon as the 'Kremlin representative' asked for a big advance on 
his services, his powers were called into question. Tsepov's former relationship with Zolotov and 
Sechin and possibly also with Putin is a hard fact, but the level and quality of his present-day 
contacts is, basically, a matter of speculation" (Moskovskiye novosti, July 9). 

Following word of Tsepov's death, the journalist Yulia Latynina said on her Ekho Moskvy radio 
program that Tsepov had reportedly told Yukos that he represented Sechin's interests and had full 
authority to resolve the conflict with the company as long as he and Gennady Timchenko were 
put on Yukos' board of directors. Britain's Telegraph has described Timchenko as "a Kremlin 
insider and oil trader" who shares a KGB past with Putin and is "very close” to the Russian 
president (see EDM, July 28). Latynina said, "But what's interesting is that when I was told this 
story -- and a lot of people told me it — I had the impression that Mr. Tsepov . . . didn't 
understand that this [deal] is for others, and that, in essence, these people didn't need a 
representative in the person of Mr. Tsepov" (Ekho Moskvy, September 25). 

The Stringer information agency quoted from a dossier on Putin that it first reported about in 
November 2000. The dossier was allegedly prepared by the FSB, then added to by the Interior 
Ministry's investigative department under Vladimir Rushailo, currently the CIS executive 
secretary. The dossier alleged that Tsepov, who in the early 1990s was an officer in the St. 
Petersburg police's anti-organized crime directorate and in charge of collecting license fees from 
casinos, acted as a go-between for a monthly payment from a leading casino owner to Putin, who 
was then deputy mayor of St. Petersburg. The dossier also claimed that in 1995, Tsepov gave 
Putin's wife a Chinese emerald he had won in a card game with a criminal boss, who had stolen it 
in South Korea. The emerald was reportedly included on an Interpol list of stolen gems. "Tsepov 
renders services to Putin on condition that the latter will 'protect' his activities," the dossier 
alleged (Stringer-news.ru, September 25; Stringer, November 2000). 

Tsepov’s Baltik-Eskort provided protection during the 1990s for the family of then-St. Petersburg 
Mayor Anatoly Sobchak and for his deputy, Vladimir Putin. It also protected a variety of VIPs from 
other walks of life, including the crime boss Vladimir Malyshev (Russky kurier, September 27).

• German weekly magazine Focus pays attention in its latest issue to the fact that shortly before poisoning of the 
former Russian Federal Security Service (FSB) officer Alexander Litvinenko in London, a Russian diplomat had 
died at similar mysterious circumstances. 

Last autumn Igor Ponomarev, representative of Russia in the International Maritime Organization (IMO), died in 
the British capital. Focus writes that the diplomat was attending a theatre performance when suddenly felt badly, 
experiencing a strong attack of thirst. The Russian had drunk a few litres of water, then had died. A heart attack 
was declared the reason of his death, his body was quickly delivered to Russia, though no post-mortem 
examination was made. 

Sudden thirst is not known as a symptom of heart attack, according to Dietrich Andresen from the German 
Society of Cardiologists. In opinion of experts-toxicologists, Gabriela Gerber-Zupan from the Poisoning 
Emergency Centre in Munich, told the Focus, it could be thallium (it was firstly assumed as a cause of Alexander 
Litvinenko’s poisoning, too) that might cause similar thirst. Igor Ponomarev wanted together with Litvinenko’s 
Italian contact, Mario Scaramella, arive to the appointment with the Russian ex-security officer, however, died 
according to his relatives, a day before the planned meeting on October 30, 2006. 

Ponomarev’s relatives, according to the Focus, do not exclude that the destruction of the Russian diplomat is 
connected with the poisoning case of the former FSB officer. Scotland Yard did not launch investigation of the 
reasons of death of the Russian diplomat as, according to its spokesman, nobody had applied about its 
excitation.

Then he joined army, and later was an engineer at the Vektor 
research and production association in St. Petersburg. 


He was in service with secret services for over 20 years since 1977. He 
started service as a junior officer of the regional section of the USSR KGB in 
the Leningrad region, and finished his secret service carrier as the Deputy 
Director of the Russian Federal Security Service. In 1987 and 1988, he took 
part in action in the course of Soviet operations in Afghanistan. 


From 1994 till 1996, he was head of the Administrative Bodies Directorate 
of St. Petersburg city administration. From 1996 till 1998, he discharged 
duties as the Director General of the Teleplyus limited company. From 1998 
till 1999, he occupied the position of the head of a directorate of the Russian 
Federal Security Service, from which he was promoted to the post of the 
FSB Deputy Director and head of the Russian Federation Economic 
Security Department. He was the head of the presidential apparatus from 
2000 till March 2004, when he became the aide to Russian President 
Vladimir Putin.

In 
particular, the board approved the enterprise's budget for the first half of 
2002 and analyzed current legal issues, which was necessary because the 
post of board chairman had been vacant since June 10 this year. The 
session did not consider any restructuring of the enterprise, the official 
stressed. Several long-term issues were put off to the next session which is 
to take place in two weeks. Ivanov had earlier been elected to chair the 
board of directors in the Antei consortium. Antei and research and 
production company Almaz are Russia's largest developers and 
manufacturers of air defense systems.

Almaz has 
been chosen by the Russian government to function as the basic 
organisation for development of a promising surface-to-air missile system 
for all armed services.

The two organizations are expected to be 
incorporated into an Air Defense Consortium, now at the formative stage.

Sergiei Yushenkov (Cepren fOmemcoB) (1950-2003) was a liberal Russian politician well known for his 
uncompromising struggle for democracy, rapid free market economic reforms, and higher human rights standards 
in Russia. He was assassinated on April 17,2003, just hours after registering his political party to participate in 
die December 2003 parliamentary elections. Y 
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Yushenkov was an elected member of all Russian Parliaments from 1989 to 2003. During the Soviet coup attempt 
of 1991, he organized the "living chain"'of civilians who came to protect their Parliament in Moscow, and he 
successfully negotiated with military personnel sent to storm the building. 

As a person with a military background, Yushenkov was the strongest proponent of reform in the Russian Army, 
and he campaigned tirelessly to abolish conscription, reduce the size of the Army, and protect all rights of military 
personnel who suffered from abuse and dedovshchina. Yushenkov was a prominent critic of the Chechen Wars. 
He argued that Russian Army operates in Chechnya (a part of Russia) illegally. 

His political party. Liberal Russia, was officially formed on October 22,2002. The other initial organizers of this 
party before its registration were Vladimir Golovlev, Victor Pokhmelkin, and controversial businessman Boris 
Berezovsky. Vladimir Golovlev was assassinated on August 21,2002 (his killers were never found), and Boris 
Berezovsky was expelled, presumably on the request of State authorites who refused to register the party, and 
possibly due to tensions between the initial organizers of the party [1] 
(http://grani.rU/Politics/Russia/Parties/m.64562.html). 

Kovalev commission 


Yushenkov was vice chairman of the Sergei Kovalev commission formed to investigate the Russian apartment 
bombings [2] (http://www.eng.terror99.ru/publications/107.htm) , and his views that the Russian Federal Security 
Service (FSB) had orchestrated the bombings to generate public support for the Chechen War were similar to 

those of journalist David Satter, a Johns Hopkins University and Hoover Institute scholar. W. During his visit to 
the United States in April 2002, Yushenkov described a secret order issued by Boris Yeltsin to initiate the Second 
Chechen War, according to Alexander Goldfarb [3] (http://www.hro.org/editions/yushenkov/02_06_03.htm). The 
order was issued in response to a demand from 24 Russian governors that the then-unpopular Yeltsin should 
transfer all state powers to Prime Minister Vladimir Putin. Yeltsin's order w as-dated September 23 1999. the same 
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day that FSB operatives were caught red-handed while planing a bomb in an apartment complex in the city of 
Ryazan (after which the sequence of bombings in several Russian cities suddenly stopped). The next day, 
Vladimir Putin began the military campaign in Chechnya. According to Yushenkov, Putin's rise to power 
represented a successful coup d'etat organized by the FSB. 


Assassination 


Sergei Yushenkov was shot dead near his house in Moscow on April 17,2003, just horns after finally obtaining 
the registrations needed for his Liberal Russia party to participate in the December 2003 parliamentary elections 
in 55 regions. His last known public utterance was "Registration has been completed." [4] 
(http://www.findarticles.eom/p/articles/mi_qn4158/is_20030419/ai_nl2693024). Mikhail Trepashkin believed 
that Yushenkov was murdered because he was a leader of an opposition party that openly challenged the power of 
the FSB and Russian authorities. Moreover, Yushenkov promised voters an independent investigation of the 
Russian apartment bombings as a key issue of his election campaign (an interview of Trepashkin can be seen in 
director Andrei Nekrasov's documentary "Disbelief' [5] (http://www.imdb.com/title/tt0389929/), Google Video 
(http://video.google.com/videoplay?docid=7658755847655738553)). Just before his death, Sergei Yushenkov 
received threats from a high-ranking FSB general, Aleksander Mikhailov, according to Grigory Pasko [6] 
(http://grani.rU/Projects/Yushenkov/m.30073.html). 

Investigation 

Four people have been convicted during a controversial trial for the murder of Sergei Yushenkov and are 
currently serving prison sentences. Most prominent among them is Mikhail Kodanev, a former co-chairman of the 
Liberal Russia party organized by Yushekov himself. During the trial, Mikhail Kodanev strenuously claimed to be 
innocent. He later tried to commit suicide and was placed in the FSB's special Lefortovo prison. According to 
attorney Henry Reznick, Kordanev was convicted solely on the basis of the false testimony of another convicted 
suspect (Alexander Vinnik) who made a series of contradictory statements, including claims that Yushenkov was 
killed by the government ("y6nrra BnacTb") [7] (http://grani.rU/Society/Law/m.63911.html). Critics also insisted 
that the political murders of two chairmen of the Liberal Russia party should have been considered as the same 
case in the court, which would make it clear that some of the suspects were wrongly accused [8] 
(http://grani.rU/Projects/Yushenkov/m.67481.html). Some observers noted that Kodanev was relatively unknown 
in Russian politics until he was named to Yushenkov's party by Boris Berezovsky, ostensibly to make a mockery 
of Vladimir Putin (Kodanev was nicknamed "Putin" because he looks very much like the President). Some 
Russian media claimed that it was Boris Berezovsky who organized the murder of Sergei Yushenkov through his 
agent Mikhail Kodanev.

Yegor Timurovich Gaidar (Erop TmiypoBim Taiptap) (bom March 19, 

1956) is a Russian economist and politician, and was the acting Prime 
Minis ter of Russia from June 15, 1992 to December 14,1992. He is the 
grandson of famous Soviet writers Arkady Gaidar (on the side of his father. 

Rear Admiral Timur Gaidar) and of Pavel Bazhov (on his mother's side). 
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Yegor Gaidar 


Gaidar graduated with honors from the Moscow State University, Department of Economics, in 1978 and worked 
as a researcher in several academic institutes. A long-time member of the Communist Party and ah editor of the 
CPSU ideological journal Communist during the perestroyka, he turned a liberal during the time of Yeltsin's 
reforms. In 1991 he quit the Communist Parly and joined Yeltsin's government. 

While in government, Gaidar advocated liberal economic reforms according to the principle of shock therapy. His 
most well-known decision was to abolish price regulation by the state, which immediately resulted in a major 
increase of prices and amounted to officially authorizing a market economy in Russia. He also cut military 
procurement and industrial subsidies, and reduced the budget deficit. Gaidar was the Minister of Economic 
Development from 1991 until 1992, and Minister of Finance from February 1992 until April 1992. 

He was appointed acting Prime Minister under President Boris Yeltsin in 1992 from June 15 until December 14, 
when the anti-Yeltsin Congress of People's Deputies refused to confirm him in this position and chose instead the 
seemingly more conservative Viktor Chernomyrdin. Gaidar was also the First Deputy Prime Minister from 1991 
until 1992 and again from September 1993 until January 1994. 

After 1994 

Later in 1994, after leaving the government, he became a founding member and chairman of the Democratic 
Choice of Russia party. In 1999, he became a founding member and co-chairman, along with his longtime 
political ally Anatoly Chubais of the Union of Right Forces. He served as a deputy of the State Duma from 1999 
to 2003. In 2001 the Democratic Choice Party merged into the Union of Right Forces. After URF's failure to 
regain seats in the parliament in 2003, Gaidar gradually retired from public political activities, concentrating on 
research in economics. /jl “ 
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Yegor Gaidar has over 100 publications in Australia, Czech Republic, Croatia, Denmark, Finland, France, 
Germany, Hungaiy,Ireland, Israel, Japan, New Zealand, Poland, Spain, Taiwan, UK, USA, and by international 
institutions. 


Yegor Gaidar just published a new book, "Lasting time. Russia in the World ." (Russian) where he criticized the 
economic policies of Putin's administration. In this book, he completed a meticulous analysis of the close 
relationship between the energy prices and political events in Russia. He justified that one of main reasons behind 
the Soviet Union's fall was the low price of oil. Prices were also low during Yeltsin's rule, which was a serious 
problem that made political and economic reforms in the country very difficult According to Gaidar, it is wrong 
to rely only on oil and gas (as the current Russian government is doing), as it creates only a false impression of 
prosperity and stability in the country. He argued that a lot more must be done to promote real economic

2006 illness

On November 28,2006, Yegor Gaidar was found unconscious in County Kildare, Ireland where he had been 
presenting his new book, "Lasting time. Russia in the World ." . He was taken to a Dublin hospital and doctors say 
there is a serious threat to his health. There have been suspicions of a poisoning but Gaidar and his close ally 
Anatoly Chubais have refrained from accusing the Russian Security Service.^ 

Doctors see no natural reason for Yegor Gaidar's condition but say that it is not life threatening. 

These events are reminiscent of last days of Alexander Litvinenko, who died of radiation poisoning on 23 
November 2006. 

On November 30,2006, Gaidar's doctors made a statement that they believed he was also poisoned. 

On December 6,2006, Gaidar claimed in an op-ed published in both Russian-language and English-language 
publications, that he was poisoned by adversaries of the Russian authorities. He did not elaborate on who these 
adversaries may be.

Patriotism Brazilian-Style 

Viktor Petrovich Ivanov was born 12 May 1950 in Velikiy Novgorod into 
the family of a military man. In 1971-1977, after graduating from the 
Leningrad electrical engineering institute, he worked as an engineer at the 
Vektor science and production association. In 1977-1994, after graduating 
from the KGB higher courses, he worked at a directorate of the Office for St 
Petersburg and Leningrad Oblast. He was promoted to chief of the 
department for combating smuggling. In 1987-1988 he was in Afghanistan. 
In 1994-1996, at Putin's initiative, he headed the St. Petersburg city hall 
administrative organs administration and left with him after Anatoliy 
Sobchak's defeat at the gubernatorial elections. 

After Putin was appointed FSB [Federal Security Service] head Ivanov 
initially headed the internal security directorate as a deputy director [as 
published]. In 2000 he became deputy director of the Presidential Staff 
responsible for personnel. In 2002 he headed the board of directors of the 
newly created Almaz-Antey Air Defense Company, which produces S-300 
anti-aircraft missile systems, and he also oversees the Presidential Staff 
Main Administration for CIS Affairs. 

It was at Ivanov's initiative that the Russian Federation president's 
actively operating commission for pardons was eliminated, after which the 
number of convicts pardoned by the president declined substantially. 

Viktor Petrovich is now regarded as a member of one of the subgroups of 
"Kremlin Chekists" which also includes his namesake Defense Minister 
Sergey Ivanov and FSB Deputy Director Yuriy Zaostrovtsev. At the same 
time the previously close cooperation with FSB Director Nikolay Patrushev 
and Internal Affairs Minister Boris Gryzlov has disappeared in recent years, 
most likely because of the claims of the latter's stooges to posts controlled 
by the Presidential Staff deputy head's people. 
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In terms of his views Viktorlvanov is a statist of the Latin American type. 

In other words, he acknowledges Russia's subordination to its senior 
partners in the shape of the United States and above all the EU countries in 
the foreign policy sphere and is prepared for substantial concessions in the 
economic field in exchange for the right to deal with his opponents inside the 
Russian Federation without interference from international organizations. 

Here the status of a state of the semi-colonial type independent of its senior 
partners should be actively concealed by statist rhetoric and references to a 
great past. 


Defender of His Fellow Tribesmen

Viktor Ivanov is regarded as the de facto author of the law "On Russian 
Federation Citizenship" adopted 20 February ihis year by 235 votes from the 
centrist factions and Zhirinovskiy supporters. The Communists and their 
allies and also Yabloko, the SPS [Union of Right-Wing Forces] and part of 
the Regions of Russia group did not support the law. Even in the opinion of 
Sergey Markov, director of the Institute of Political Studies, in general known 
for his loyalty to the Kremlin, the law was not liberal enough and it contains 
numerous opportunities for abuses by officials and the security structures. 


In turn Yabloko Deputy Chairman Sergey Mitrokhin noted that the law 
"erects a barrier on the path of the influx of human resources" and "makes 
the position of our compatriots abroad far more difficult" and in its text you 
can clearly trace the interests of the MVD, which if the law is adopted will 
receive tremendous opportunities during additional bureaucratic procedures. 
Communist Anatoliy Chekhoyev, deputy chairman of the Committee for CIS 
Affairs, noted that under the new law "having removed 28 million Russians 
from our patronage, we will be completing the country's collapse." State 
Duma Deputy Vyacheslav Igrunov's appeal to Viktor Ivanov suggesting that 
the group for the law's development include representatives of organizations 
of refugees and the Russian diasporas of the near abroad went 
unanswered. 


The law does indeed utterly fail to consider the situation, and, according to 
the original draft, a former USSR citizen from another former Soviet 
republic, irrespective of ethnicity, will find things no simpler than an 
inhabitant of Africa (primarily because of the five-year residence qualification 
and the numerous bureaucratic procedures). Deputy Viktor Alksnis, who 
traditionally defends the Russian-speaking population of the near abroad, 
also actively criticized the law and in the end could not get through the 
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amendment on a simplified procedure for inhabitants of the post-Soviet 
republics still without citizenship either of the Russian Federation or of other 
countries to obtain citizenship. 

At the same time a mass issue of Russian passports to inhabitants of 
Abkhazia was organized, in fact in circumvention of the law, as was 
described in detail in the previous issue of Stringer. The Kremlin clan to 
which Ivanov belongs thus deemed it necessary, despite their initial wish, to 
demonstrate a certain concern for the pro-Russian former Soviet citizens. 

But in practice this "concern" ended up as cheap window dressing and the 
selling off of passports intended for Abkhazia to the inhabitants of 
pro-Western Transcaucasus republics. 

Ivanov's position with regard to the law "On Russian Citizenship" can be 
understood on the basis of his report at the Ministry of Justice collegium in 
February last year. According to the "Kremlin Borman," at the time of the 
report there were up to 12 million illegal immigrants living in Russia and 
within a year that figure could rise to 19 million. And here, according to his 
report in Moscow, alone there are 600,000 Azerbaijanis and 200,000 
Chinese, of whom 13 and 350 people respectively pay taxes. Ivanov said 
that the Justice Ministry headed by Yuriy Chayka has not been monitoring 
the actions of the Foreign Ministry, which has simplified the procedure for 
entering Russia, making it possible to come here with only a birth certificate, 
which is intolerable under the conditions of the fight against terrorism. 

At the same time Viktor Petrovich also sharply criticized a number of 
aspects of the activity of the Ministry of Justice (the inefficiency of the work 
of the bailiffs service, the influence of the criminal world on the activity of the 
ministry's regional structures, contradictions in internal departmental 
legislation, and so forth) which indicates a certain tension between Ivanov 
and Justice Minister Yuriy Chayka. In addition the speech delivered by the 
Staff deputy head at the ministry, which is in the traditional sphere of the 
activity of Dmitriy Kozak, chief of the Presidential Staff legal administration, 
is evidence of covert antagonism between them. According to available 
information, the conflict between Ivanov and the Surkov-Voloshin group, 
which opposes the St. Petersburg Chekists, is proceeding just as 
clandestinely but at the same time extraordinarily fiercely. Ivanov's attempt 
to form a Presidential Staff administration for work with the State Council, 
which would center on him, was the source of their latest clash. The attempt 
failed, the administration was not formed, and Viktor Ivanov's positions in 
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the Presidential Staff are now weaker than they were a year ago. 

Empire That Never Was 


In 1990 Ivanov registered the Blok small enterprise together with Boris 
Gryzlov, who is now internal affairs minister, but this company failed to 
achieve any particular successes in business. In 1996-1998 he headed the 
Russian-American Teleplus closed joint-stock company, which organized 
the transmission of 30 satellite channels, including CNN and Euronews. 

The American Telcell company, which owns 45 percent of the shares in 
Teleplus, is a subsidiary structure of the American multinational 
Metromedia, which operates in the majority of countries of the former USSR 
and East Europe, but recently its activity has been winding down there. 

Other companies close to Viktor Petrovich were said to include the High 
Technologies Bank, which is one of the 100 largest banks. It is known that 
Baatyr Shondzhiyev, deputy chairman of the bank's management board, 
took part in the presidential elections in Kalmykia with Ivanov's clandestine 
support and entered the second round, collecting 38 percent of the votes. 
Shondzhiyev was hyped by Moscow structures under the leadership of 
someone called Khan, but they were very thrifty when it came to money and 
failed to organize a real scandal against Kirsan llyumzhinov. 

One of the main bulwarks of the "Kremlin Borman" was believed to be the 
Rosspirtprom federal state unitary enterprise created on instructions from 
Putin in May 2000. In fact it brought together all state enterprises in the 
liquor and vodka industry. But several months ago Rosspirtprom director 
Sergey Zivenko, who is allegedly a stooge of the Ivanovs, lost his post -- it is 
said not without the involvement of FSB Director Nikolay Patrushev. 

An even more important role in the group of the St. Petersburg Ivanovs is 
played by the Mezhprombank Open Joint-Stock Company and management 
board chairman Sergey Pugachev, who is doing everything to demonstrate 
his orthodox power-based views but at the same time his proximity and 
loyalty to the authorities. This, Russia's largest nonstate bank, now ranks 
third overall in the country after Sberbank and Vneshekonombank but 
recently Pugachev and his friends have been dogged by serious business 
failures. In particular they have not actually managed to acquire controlling 
blocks of shares in Gazprom, Alrosa, and Slavneft. 

As a whole the belief that Pugachev would play the role of Berezovskiy 
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under Putin has not been justified. Putin is not very eager (or else he is 
unable) to make the final break with the remains of Yeltsin's team and the 
president does not want to tie himself to one grouping fully. Moreover, 
Ivanov's excessive persistence is thoroughly annoying Vladimir 
Vladimirovich [Putin], according to some reports. 


Battle for Almaz 


But there is no doubt that the favorite creation of the Presidential Staff 
deputy head is the Almaz-Antey air defense company, created in April 2002 
on instructions from Putin and bringing together 43 state and joint-stock 
enterprises. It was Ivanov who was able to prevent the company from being 
included in the assets of the "Defense Systems" financial and industrial 
group, on which Vice Premier Ilya Klebanov, in charge of the 
military-industrial complex, was insisting. 

At the same time largely thanks to Ivanov's efforts Rosoboronprom was 
created — the main (practically a monopoly) Russian arms exporter uniting 
the Rosvooruzheniye company with Promeksport, hived off from it under 
Yeltsin. Ranking 13th among the world's largest arms exporters, 
Rosoboronprom on average sells arms worth about $3 billion a year. The 
concern is headed by Andrey Belyaninov, from the KGB, who has also 
worked at the Foreign Intelligence Service and is seen as someone close to 
Ivanov. 

The ousting from the military-industrial complex of the overtly 
pro-Washington lobby in the shape of Klebanov, former Vice Premier Yakov 
Urinson, and other similar Americanophiles incurred the serious displeasure 
of their undeclared leader Chubays. Speaking at the Union of Right-Wing 
Forces congress 14 December 2001, Chubays stated: "There are very few 
of us in the foreign policy elite, there are virtually none of us in the defense 
and military elite, there are none of us at all in the intelligence community, 
and there are none of us in the spheres which are basic for the formation of 
Russia's future policy in the world and for the identification of its place in the 
world. If we are really speaking of strategy then it is fundamentally into this 
sphere that we must expand. Expand without surrendering one inch of the 
positions we have irreversibly won in the economic sphere, in the business 
sphere, in the industrial sphere, in the domestic political sphere. Radically 
advancing into defense, into intelligence, into the military sphere, into the 
foreign policy sphere -- where Russia's identity in the next five to seven 
years will be determined." 
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And as we know, Anatoliy Borisovich's words are not at odds with his 
deeds. So there is an opinion that the recent murder of Igor Klimov, acting 
general director of Almaz, who was close to Ivanov, and of Sergey Shchitko, 
director of the Rostek open joint-stock company, which belonged to the 
concern, could have been part of the "expansion" he had announced. 

As we know, the previous attempt at such "expansion" occurred with the 
removal of Yevgeniy Ananyev, former editor of the pornographic 
Megapolis-ekspress newspaper, from the post of Rosvooruzheniye and the 
restoration of the unity of the defense export structures destroyed by 
Ananyev. 

St. Petersburgers Are Not Rivals 

The St. Petersburg group is afraid of Vladislav Surkov since the St. 
Petersburg men are not part of the capital's system of relationships. Those 
in the know claim they do not have their own proper intelligence and 
counterintelligence service. All matters to do with collecting rumors and 
assessing the current situation for decisions on personnel issues and other 
such problems are the responsibility of Presidential Staff Deputy Head and 
Chekist Viktor Ivanov. But unlike Surkov, if anything happens Ivanov is 
threatened with dismissal and oblivion -- it is pointless for the Chekist team 
to run a risk in the game with the wily Vladislav. SO Surkov is boldly 
positioning himself next to Putin, sitting to the right of the frame. No one 
knows Ivanov's face. Voloshin could be confused with a church sentry but 
everyone knows Surkov. 

TV pictures like these are significant to people who understand these 
things, especially officials, and are key and are worth a lot. 

In restaurants in and around Moscow Surkov regularly holds closed 
briefings with friendly journalists from "leading" publications. The number of 
journalists of this kind close to him is as many as 30. At these meetings he 
"leaks" information and gives the signals he and his bosses need.

Mikhail Ivanovich Trepashkin, (Russian: Muxanji HBaHOBm 
TpenaniKHH) (7 April 1957 — ), a Moscow attorney and former FSB 
officer, was invited by MP Sergei Kovalev to assist in an independent 
inquiry of the Russian apartment bombings in September 1999 - the 
atrocities that provoked the Second Chechen War and skyrocketed 
Vladimir Putin to presidency. 

The inquiry led to nowhere because of the government stonewalling [1] 
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(http://www.findarticles.eom/p/articles/mi_qn4196/is_20031221/ai_nl0911502). Then two sisters whose mother 
was killed in one of the houses hired Trepashkin to represent them in the trial of two Russian Muslims accused of 
transporting explosives for the bombings [2] (http://eng.trepashkin.ru/coint/81282.html). 

While preparing for the trial Trepashkin uncovered a trail of a mysterious suspect whose description had 
disappeared from the files. To his amazement, the man turned out to be one of his former FSB colleagues. He also 
found a witness who testified that evidence was doctored to lead the investigation away from incriminating the 
FSB [3] (http://www.prima-news.ni/hews/news/2004/5/19/28486.html7print). 

But Trepashkin never managed to air his findings in court. Oh October 22, 2003, just a week before the hearings, 
a gun was allegedly planted into his car, and he ended up behind bars. However, before his arrest he told his story 
to a Moscow journalist [4] (http://www.cdi.org/russia/johnson/8014-18.cfin). 


The gun charge was thrown out by a Moscow appeals court[5] (http://eng.trepashkin.ru/court/95342.html), but 
Trepashkin was convicted by a closed military court to four years for "disclosing official secrets" [6] 

(http://coranet.radicalparty.org/pressreview/print_rightphp7func—detail&par^lO 113). [ In September 2005 after 

serving two years of his sentence, Trepashkin was released on parole, but two weeks later was re-arrested after tjie 
State appealed the parole decision [7] (http://eng.trepashkin.ru/press/95348.html). 


The case of Mikhail Trepashkin caught the attention of the Western press [8]

Yuri Petrovich Shchekochikhin (fOpmr IleTpoBHH ^ckohhxhh) (June 9, 1950, Kirovabad - July 3, 2003, 
Moscow) was a Russian journalist, writer, and liberal lawmaker. Shchekochikhin made his name writing about 
and campaigning against the influence of organized crime and corruption in the Russian government. He died 
suddenly in 2003 after a mysterious illness later linked to thallium poisoning, in what was believed by many to be 
a politically-motivated assassination. 
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Shchekochikhin graduated from the Journalism Department of Moscow State University in 1975. He worked as 
an investigative journalist at Komsomolskaya Pravda (1972-1980) and Literaturnaya Gazeta (1980-1996), and 
then as a deputy editor of the liberal newspaper Novaya Gazeta (from 1996). Beginning in the 1990s, he 
published many articles critical of the Chechen Wars, human rights abuses in the Russian army, state corruption, 
and other social issues. Since 1995 he was an author and host of an investigative journalism program called 
"Special Team" on independent Russian television. 


Political career 


Yuri Shchekochikhin began his political career in 1990, when he was elected as a representative to the Congress 
of People's Deputies. He was elected to the Russian State Duma from the liberal Yabloko party in 1995. He was a 
member of a Duma committee on the problems of corruption, and was a UN expert on the problems of organized 
crime. He was a vocal opponent of the Chechen Wars. 

From 2002, Shchekochikhin was a member of the Sergei Kovalev Commission, which investigated allegations 
that the 1999 Moscow apartment bombings had been orchestrated by the Russian Federal Security Service (FSB) 
to generate support for the war [1] (http://www.eng.terror99.ru/publications/107.htm). 

One of Shchekochikhin's last articles before his death was "Are we Russia or KGB of Soviet Union?”[2] 
(http://ys.novayagazeta.ru/text/2003-01-27.shtml) It described such issues as the refusal of the FSB to explain to b 1 
the Russian Parliament what poison gas was applied during the Moscow theater hostage crisis, and work of sec^eT^>^ 
services from the former Soviet republic of Turkmenistan, which operated with impunity in Moscow against j (j 
Russian citizens of Turkoman origin. 

He also tried to investigate criminal activities of FSB officers related 
http://en.wikipedia.org/wiki/Yuri_Shchekochikhin 
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New York and illegal actions of Yevgeny Adamov, a former Russian Minister of Nuclear Energy. This case was 
under the personal control of President Vladimir Putin [3] (http://ys.novayagazeta.ru/text/2003-06-02.shtml). In 
June of 2003, Shchekochikhin contacted the FBI and got an American visa to discuss the case with US authorities 
[4] (http://www.yabloko.ru/Publ/2006/2006_06/060620_novg_shekoch.html). However, he never made it to the 
USA because of his sudden death. Some Russian media claimed that Putin has issued an order to discharge 19 
high-ranking FSB officers involved in this case in September 2006 as part of a Kremlin power struggle, but all 
these officers still continue to work in their FSB positions [5]

Death 

Shchekochikhin died suddenly on July 3,2003 after a short and mysterious illness. His relatives were denied an 
official medical report about the cause of his illness, and were forbidden to take specimens of his tissues to 
conduct an independent medical investigation [6] 

(http://www.yabloko.ru/Publ/2006/2006_06/060620_novg_shekoch.html). Nevertheless, they managed to send a 
specimen of his skin to London, where a tentative diagnosis was made of poisoning with thallium [7] 
(http://www.eng.terror99.ru/publications/l 18.htm) [8] (http://2006.novayagazeta.ru/nomer/2006/82n/n82n- 
sOS.shtml). This caused widespread speculation about the cause of his death, especially since another member of 
the Kovalev commission, Sergei Yushenkov, was assassinated the same year[9]

Last book 

Shchekochikhin's last published book was "Slaves of KGB: 20th Century. The religion of betrayal", a nonfiction 
work describing numerous stories of real people who were forcibly recruited by the Russian KGB (later the FSB) 
to work as undercover informers or agents. These people virtually became slaves of their KGB recruiters, and 
betrayed their closest friends, colleagues, and relatives. He was working on a book about wars in Chechnya that 
remained unfinished at his death.

Galina Starovoitova began her political career in 1989, when she was elected as a representative to the Congress 
of People's Deputies of the Soviet Union from Armenia. She worked to protect the human rights of people in 
Nagorno-Karabakh during the Armenian-Azerbaijan conflict. From 1991 until 1992 she was an advisor to Russian 
President Boris Yeltsin on state policies with regard to the numerous ethnic groups of Russia. She was fired for 
criticizing Moscow's support for Ossetians against the Ingush in the North Caucasus [1] 
(http://www.bu.edu/iscip/vol9/galina.html). 


In 1995, she was elected to the Russian State Duma from the political movement "Democratic Russia - Free 
Workers Union". The movement was led by her and two prominent members of the Moscow Helsinki Group: Lev 
Ponomarev and the dissident Orthodox priest Gleb Yakunin, who was famous for revealing collaboration of the 
church leadership with the KGB, including the alleged involvement of Patriarch Alexius II as a KGB agent ^ 


Galina Starovoitova was a strong defender of ethnic minorities. She said: "If in accordance with international 
standards we recognize the rights of nations to self-determination, we must recognize it also within Russia," [2] 
(http://www.bu.edu/iscip/vol9/galina.html). Together with Sergei Kovalev and others, she conducted negotiations 
with Dzhokhar Dudaev in attempt to prevent the First Chechen War. They convinced Dudaev to sign a protocol 
where he agreed to withdraw his demands for immediate Chechen independence and begin official negotiations.

He was a vocal opponent of the Chechen Wars .

Melnychenko, a candidate to the Ukrainian parliament for the Part y of Free Democrats, said it was not 
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f . possible to detect the cause^f his ill health in Ukraine, his party samon Monday. "There is only one 
hospital, Feofania, in Ukraine which has all the necessary equipment to diagnose the condition and 
rehabilitate patients who have suffered a stroke," the party said. 

"However, despite requests from the Party of Free Democrats and a group of parliamentarians, the 
presidential administration and the department of governmental affairs have denied Maj. Melnychenko 
treatment at the state-owned Feofania clinic hospital," the party said. 

Melnychenko published the recordings that he said were taped in the office of then President Leonid 
Kuchma. They prompted political accusations against the president concerning his possible involvement 
in the murder of journalist Georgy Gongadze. 

It was reported earlier that on July 29 Melnychenko was admitted to the Oktyabrsky hospital in Kyiv, 
diagnosed with a minor stroke.

MEDVEDEV’S FOREIGN POLICY ADVISER DENOUNCES BBC REPORT ON 
LITVINENKO MURDER 

A report by BBC television news that British intelligence believes the Russian state was involved in the 
2006 radioactive poisoning of dissident former Russian security services officer Aleksandr Litvinenko 
has been harshly criticized by Russia as a deliberate attempt to harm Russian-British relations. 

In the report, which appeared on the BBC’s Newsnight program on June 7 shortly after Russian 
President Dmitry Medvedev and British Prime Minister Gordon Brown met face to face for die first 
time at the G8 summit in Toyako, Japan, a senior British security official was quoted as saying: “We 
very strongly believe the Litvinenko case to have had some state involvement.” The BBC also reported 
it had been told that the Federal Security Service (FSB) had operated during Vladimir Putin’s 
presidency “with far more autonomy” than the organizations usually entrusted with foreign espionage 
operations (Newsnight program on June 7). 

British prosecutors have accused former KGB officer Andrei Lugovoi of poisoning Litvinenko with 
radioactive polonium-210, but Russia has refused London’s request to extradite Lugovoi, now a State 
Duma deputy, citing the Russian constitution’s ban on handing over its citizens. 

The BBC also said that it had learned that officers at MI5, Britain’s counter-intelligence and security 
agency, “believe they thwarted an attempt last summer to kill another Russian dissident, Boris 
Berezovsky.” The BBC quoted its sources as saying that the Berezovsky incident showed “continued 
FSB willingness to consider operations against people in the West” and that the targeting of Russian 
government critics in the UK “messes up” the relationship between Britain and Russia “big time” (BBC, 
July 8; Moscow Times, July 9). 

The BBC Newsnight segment referred to the man who allegedly traveled from Russia to kill 
Berezovsky but was caught and deported from Britain only as “Mr. A.” As the Moscow Times noted on 
July 9, Kommersant reported last year that the man deported from Britain was the reputed Chechen

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crime boss Moviadi Atlangeriev, known by the nicknames “Lord” and “Lenin.” Atlangeriev was 
reportedly abducted in Moscow this past April and his whereabouts remains unknown {Kommersant 
April 14). 

Atlangeriev and another reputed crime boss, Khozh-Akhmed Nukhaev, are said to have organizec 
Moscow’s Chechen criminal gangs into a unified group back in the early 1990s. Russian authorities havr 
accused Nukhaev of ordering the 2004 murder of Paul Klebnikov, editor of Russian Forbes magazine. Ir 
an interview he gave to Klebnikov in 2000, Nukhaev said that the gang he and Atlangeriev jointly rar 
had protected Logovaz, Russia’s leading car dealer, which Berezovsky controlled in the 1990s (Moscow 
Times , July 9). In 2002, the Prosecutor General’s Office showed journalists a videotape of ar 
unidentified witness who accused Berezovsky of involvement in the kidnapping and assassination oi 
Major General Gennady Shpigun, the Interior Ministry’s envoy to Chechnya, in late 1998, and claimec 
Berezovsky had “close relations, including in business, with the well-known Chechen crimina 
organization in Moscow [led by] Khozhakmed Nukhaev and Moviadi Atlangeriev” {The Jamestown 
Monitor, March 6, 2002) . In April of this year, senior Investigative Committee official Dmitry Dovg> 
accused Nukhaev and Berezovsky of ordering the 2006 murder of Novaya Gazeta correspondent Anne 
Politkovskaya (Izvestia, April 3). 

Following Atlangeriev’s apparent abduction in Moscow this past March, Novaya gazeta reported that he 
had “actively collaborated” with Russian special services during the first and second Chechen military 
campaigns, was “well acquainted” with the FSB’s leadership, had been a witness in a number ot 
criminal cases and was a frequent visitor to tire Prosecutor General’s Office and the offices of othei 
“power agencies” in Moscow {Novaya gazeta. May 19). 

Responding to the Newsnight segment alleging Russian state involvement in the murder of Aleksandi 
Litvinenko and attempted assassination of Boris Berezovsky, Medvedev’s foreign policy adviser, Serge: 
Prikhodko, told reporters that the BBC report showed that “not everyone in the U.K. has a constructs 
approach.” According to Bloomberg News, Prikhodko said it “won’t be easy” for Britain and Russia tc 
overcome their differences, adding that reports in British newspapers last week had portrayed Russia as 
one of “the most serious” threats for the United Kingdom. 

As Bloomberg noted, The Sun reported on July 4 that Alex Allan, chairman of the Joint Intelligence 
Committee, the U.K. government’s top intelligence adviser, had been hospitalized after suddenly falling 
ill at home. The British newspaper quoted a security expert as saying that the likeliest culprits foi 
Allan’s suspected poisoning were al-Qaeda or the FSB. (It should be noted that other British media have 
quoted unnamed British govermnent sources as ruling out foul play as the cause of Allan’s illness.) 

The Telegraph reported on July 6 that the activities of Russian spies in Britain were seriously 
undermining the fight against terrorism. “The distraction of combating espionage by President Dmifiy 
Medvedev’s agents makes it significantly more likely that one of the many Islamist terror plots wil. 
succeed, Whitehall officials believe,” the British paper reported (www.telegraph.co.uk, July 6). Twc 
days earlier. The Times reported that Britain’s security services had identified Russia as the third mos - 
serious threat facing the country, with only al-Qaeda terrorism and Iranian nuclear proliferation greatei 
menaces to Britain’s safety (www.timesonline.co.uk, July 4). 

“It would be bizarre if these publications didn’t represent the interests of those in the U.K. who don’- 
want to see a normalization” of British-Russian relations, Bloomberg quoted Prikhodko as saying 
(Bloomberg, July 8).

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GUAM SHOWS ITS RESILIENCE AT BATUMI SUMMIT 

The GUAM Summit just held in Batumi (see EDM, July 7) demonstrated that Georgia and Azerbaijar 
compose GUAM’S solid core; that Ukraine’s governing political forces are committed to GUAM while 
the evenly matched opposition forces are uncommitted; that Moldova is on the verge of abandoning the 
group; and that GUAM is capable of diversifying partnership relations beyond the group’s own format. 

GUAM may now be called “GUAm” as a result of Moldova’s all-but-declared defection. Moldova was i 
co-founder of the group in 1997, hosted the “GUAM revival” summit in 2005, and contributed actively 
to GUAM’S institutionalization during the Moldovan chairmanship period (see EDM, April 20, 21, anc 
25-28, 2005). Later on, however, Chisinau distanced itself demonstratively from GUAM, hoping 
through this and other gestures to earn Moscow’s goodwill for a solution to the Transnistria conflict 
President Vladimir Voronin stayed away from the 2007 and 2008 GUAM summits. He only sent his 
minister of internal affairs to the Batumi event, a mismatch that looked like a snub to the five heads oJ 
state (Georgia, Azerbaijan, Ukraine, Poland, and Lithuania) who attended this summit. The minister 
Valentin Mejinschi, deviated even further by choosing to deliver his perfunctory speech in Russian. 

Moldova alone has not ratified the GUAM Charter, a failure that jeopardizes GUAM’S quest foj 
international recognition as a full-fledged regional organization. The Moldovan parliament with its 
strong pro-presidential majority could easily have ratified the GUAM Charter, if told to do so. Chisinau 
is not delegating its representatives to the Kyiv-based GUAM Secretariat, has a poor record ol 
attendance at GUAM sectoral commissions’ meetings, and is not paying its GUAM membership dues. 

Voronin attacked GUAM in Russian press interviews ahead of the Batumi summit and during the event 
He found fault, indignantly and irrelevantly, with the Odessa-Brody-Plock-Gdansk oil pipeline projec - 
for bypassing Moldova. He claimed credit for vetoing the planned GUAM peacekeeping uni - 
(notwithstanding that it was only proposed for international missions outside GUAM states’ territories) 
Voronin felt obligated to describe GUAM membership as “pointless” and the group itself at 
“economically unproductive and therefore lacking gravitational pull.” By contrast he feigned praise foi 
the CIS as a “highly effective project, confirmed by life itself, with an economic dimension based or 
Russia’s energy resources.” Catering to Moscow’s adversarial view of GUAM, Voronin reassurec 
Russia that “Moldova will not be used as [part of a] counterbalance to someone else” (Kommersant 
March 11, July 2). 

Those arguments are reminiscent of Uzbek President Islam Karimov’s justifications for abandoning 
what was then GUUAM. Uzbekistan had joined the group in 1999, only to withdraw de facto by 2003 
and officially in 2005, on the grounds that the group was overly political, underperforming 
economically, and irritating Russia. By analogy, Moldova’s arguments gave rise to speculation during 
the Batumi summit that Moldova was about to withdraw from GUAM (. Rezonansi , July 4). Moldovar 
authorities, however, do not intend to abandon GUAM officially; but they will keep their distance froir 
GUAM for as long as they crave Russian cooperation on Transnistria, and until those hopes turn (as 
seems likely) into disappointment. 

The Ukrainian Parliament, unlike Moldova’s, had wrestled for years with the issue of ratifying the 
GUAM Charter. Signed by the four presidents at GUAM’S Yalta summit in 2001, the Charter was 
revised at the Chisinau summit in 2005, signed in its updated form by the four presidents at the Kyh 
summit in 2006, and easily ratified by the Georgian and Azerbaijani parliaments. Ukraine’s Verkhovnc 
Rada (parliament) finally ratified the Charter in March 2008 by the narrowest admissible margin (22t 
votes in favor), with the opposition parties declining to vote or voting against (Interfax-Ukraine, Marcl 
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7). Meanwhile, the GUAM Secretariat’s small headquarters in Kyiv, a Ukrainian responsibility, has beer 
undergoing repairs ever since the 2006 Kyiv summit (see EDM , May 25,2006). 

Ukraine is the main supporter of creating a GUAM peacekeeping unit. Kyiv regards this proposal as ar 
opportunity to demonstrate Ukraine’s capacity for regional leadership. The proposal was discussed ir 
some detail at the GUAM summits in Kyiv 2006 and Baku 2007 (see EDM, June 20, 2007). In the run¬ 
up to the Batumi summit, Ukrainian Defense Minister Yuriy Yekhanurov discussed the idea yet agair 
with receptive Georgian leaders in Tbilisi. They agreed to keep alive the consultations abou - 
composition and possible international missions of such a unit (Interfax-Ukraine, June 5). The Batumi 
summit documents do not mention this idea, although it was again discussed there (Civil Georgia, The 
Messenger, July 2). 

Russia took the floor in Batumi for the first time at a GUAM summit. It did so by proxy through CIS 
First Deputy Executive Secretary Vladimir Garkun, a Belarus diplomat. In the briefest of all speeches 
he repeatedly declared, “We all [ex-Soviet countries] have a lot in common,” a tentative overture thougt 
blurring the difference. GUAM remains the only interstate organization in formerly Soviet territory tha' 
excludes Russia from membership.

GUAM’S BATUMI SUMMIT BUILDS PARTNERSHIPS AMID CHALLENGES 

GUAM consultations with the Partner Countries take place in the specially designed GUAM Pluf 
framework. This operates, as it did in Batumi, through individual formats involving Poland, Lithuania 
the United States, and now additionally the Czech Republic and Japan. Presidents Lech Kaczynski ol 
Poland and Valdas Adamkus of Lithuania, Czech Minister of Foreign Affairs Karel Schwarzenberg, U.S 
Deputy Assistant Secretary of State David Merkel, and a Japanese envoy took part in these consultation! 
on energy transit and regional security issues (Civil Georgia, The Messenger, July 2). 

Romania is also a GUAM Partner country. President Traian Basescu, however, stayed away from th« 
GUAM summit in Batumi. He had also failed to attend the Caspian-Black Sea-Baltic energy summit ir 
Kyiv in May. The Romanian government only sent a deputy minister to each of these presidentia 
summits. This dismissive attitude comes as a surprise, considering the active interest that Basescu hac 
displayed until recently in Black Sea issues and energy transit projects. 

Bucharest has not explained the reasons behind its sudden loss of interest in these regional summits 
Unnecessary bickering with Ukraine could be a factor. At present, Bucharest is trying hard to pave the 
way for a presidential visit to Russia. It may seem that this effort takes precedence over participation ir. 
regional events that Moscow deems irritating. 

The Japanese government had initiated direct contacts with GUAM in 2007 at the Baku summit. The 
current government in Tokyo continues that policy. Minister of Foreign Affairs Masahiko Komurc 
received GUAM Secretary-General Valeri Chechelashvili and the GUAM National Coordinators ir. 
Tokyo in December 2007 and appointed a special envoy of Japan for GUAM affairs (Ministry ol 
Foreign Affairs of Azerbaijan, “Report on GUAM during the Azerbaijani Chairmanship,” July 2008) 
This initiative emerged as an element in a far-reaching Japanese concept of a Eurasian “Arc ol 
Prosperity,” presumably designed to leapfrog China and Russia along their southern and south-westerr 
perimeters. 
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Wi thin the European Union, an informal Group of GUAM’S Friends has quietly taken shape in recent 
months. The EU itself, however, keeps a careful distance. It avoids sending any officials from Brussels 
to GUAM summits and other GUAM events, without clarifying the reasons behind this policy. The 
cold-shoulder adds to the disappointments over the EU’s unfulfilled Silk Road projects, the 
inadequacies of its Neighborhood Policy, its confused stance on the protracted conflicts, and the lack of 
a European energy policy in the GUAM region. 

The Batumi declaration alludes to the NATO membership aspirations of Georgia and Ukraine. The 
document stipulates that GUAM “respects and supports GUAM member states’ freedom of choice of 
such a system of ensuring their national security that would fully correspond to their national 
interest 5 ’ (Summit communique, July 1). Some of the earlier GUAM documents used to refer to NATO 
partnerships directly, not cryptically as is now the case. GUAM was not shy about meeting on the 
sidelines of a NATO summit, Azerbaijan used to be a declared NATO aspirant (along with Ukraine and 
Georgia), and Moldova could be flexible about its official neutrality. NATO, however, did not rush 
through the window of opportunity while this was wide open. 

As a group, GUAM intends in the months ahead to mobilize international political and diplomatic 
support for dealing with the secessionist conflicts. This was GUAM’S original raison d’etre, 
supplemented in due course by the energy transit agenda, which, however, languishes in the EU. At the 
Batumi summit, Azerbaijan handed over the GUAM chairmanship to Georgia with a recommendation 
to adopt a program of joint action in international organizations toward resolution of the conflicts. 
Azerbaijan described such initiatives as GUAM’S “defining factor” in its concluding report (Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs of Azerbaijan, “Report on GUAM during the Azerbaijani Chairmanship,” July 2008). 

hi March and May 2008, the GUAM countries succeeded for the first time as a group in pushing 
favorable resolutions on the conflicts through the UN General Assembly. Although adopted by narrow 
margins, the resolutions condemned the secessions and ethnic cleansing perpetrated on the territories of 
Azerbaijan and Georgia (see EDM, March 18, May 16). A wide-ranging, jointly drafted GUAM 
resolution is now pending. 

GUAM countries are being held together by the need to deal with externally supported secessionist 
conflicts, or, in Ukraine’s case, to defuse this potential, and remove foreign forces from their territories. 
This remains the four countries’ overarching interest, beyond discrepancies in their attitudes toward 
Russia, NATO, the pace of internal reforms, or their positions in the energy supply chain.

TURKISH POLITICS IN THE COURTS 

The closure case against the Justice and Development Party (AKP) will soon be concluded. After the 
presentation of oral arguments to the Constitutional Court last week, Osman Paksut, deputy chairman of 
the court, said that the verdict on the case might be issued within four to five weeks (Turkish Press, July 

4) . Speaking at a reception at the American Embassy in Ankara, Paksut disparaged the EU’s 
involvement in the closure case, particularly recent remarks by officials that the EU membership 
negotiations might be suspended should the court shut down the AKP. Having noted that the court’s 
earlier case squashing parliament’s amendments about the headscarf ban at universities had no direct 
bearing on the closure case and no member of the court had made his decision yet, Paksut claimed that 
whatever the decision of the court might be, it would be a disaster for Turkish politics (CNN Turk, July 

5) . 
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This statement is only one indication of how the future of Turkish politics may be decided in the courts. 
The fate of the closure case, hence Turkish politics, is increasingly tied to another case dominating 
Turkey’s agenda: the Ergenekon investigation (EDM, July 1). The timing of the key events in both cases 
and the response and positioning of political actors give the impression that the two cases set the 
battleground for a political struggle in Turkey. What is a perfectly legal case for one side is a political 
maneuver for the other. 

Ergenekon, an umbrella organization of clandestine groups that were seeking to regroup and reassert a 
neo-nationalist political program, first came to the attention of the Turkish public when the police seized 
a weapons cache in Istanbul in June 2007. Earlier raids on the organization led to the detention of some 
shadowy figures, gangsters, and ex-criminals, but subsequent arrests this year have altered the course of 
the investigation and its meaning for Turkish politics. 

Various unidentified political assassinations in recent history, such as the murder of Hrant Dink and an 
attack on the Council of State, have been linked to Ergenekon. More importantly, the focus has also 
shifted toward its political goals: troubled by a perceived betrayal of national interests by the 
government, members of the group organized to overthrow the government, if necessary through a 
military coup. The controversial killings, seen in this light, were claimed to have been carried out as part 
of a plan to destabilize the country through a series of manipulative attacks, setting the stage for a 
military takeover ( Today’s Zaman, January 26). 

To establish a credible case for this charge before the courts, the prosecutors have to connect the 
perpetrators to “actual plotters” in the military. This seems to be the Achilles’ heel of the entire case: 
proving Ergenekon’s intent and its capability to overthrow the government requires the conviction of a 
good many shadowy figures; but as die prosecution pursues influential people, it gets engulfed in the 
muddy waters of Turkish politics. Civilian investigations into past coups and alleged coup attempts, let 
alone bringing those involved to trial, is a venture into uncharted territory for Turkish politics. 

The prosecution took major steps in this direction with the string of arrests in January, which led to the 
detention of, among others, retired Major General Veli Kucuk (Turkish Press, January 24). Following 
the next two major waves of police raids, on March 21 and July 1, as many as 54 people are now in 
detention, including businessmen, journalists, politicians and artists. Several of the detainees are retired 
military officers, a new force in Turkish politics, who organized around Kemalist and neo-nationalist 
associations. 

The crucial question has been whether Ergenekon had links to active duty military personnel and who 
“the number one” person was. Most experts believe that although individuals within the military might 
provide sporadic logistical and intelligence support to Ergenekon-related organizations, it is difficult to 
talk about institutional support (see interview with Samil Tayyar, Referans, April 25). After the recent 
string of arrests, the prosecution is said to have finally caught some of the “big fish” (Radikal, July 2). 
The apparently acquiescent and cooperative attitude of military top brass with the police investigation 
into Ergenekon, moreover, might be taken as an indication that the military is distancing itself from 
these clandestine activities by expressing support for the investigation. 

These recent developments, nonetheless, come against the backdrop of a series of reports run by the 
liberal-left Taraf daily, which revealed a plan prepared by the military in 2007 to mobilize opposition 
against the current government (Taraf, June 20). These developments also revived earlier discussions 
about some generals’ plans to topple the AKP government in 2004. The “coup diaries” uncovered by the 
newsweekly Nokta in March 2007 could not be investigated fully at the time. With several people 
involved in these plots now arrested, the question of whether groups within the military pursued coup 
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ambitions is back on the agenda. The answer might come years later at the end of a long trial. The 
prosecutors, however, have yet to submit their indictment for Ergenekon, so that a trial could start. The 
prosecutors were close to finalizin g a 2,500-page indictment last week, but in light of the recent arrests 
they postponed the indictment again (Turkish Press, July 5). The prosecution’s repeated delaying of the 
indictment and keeping scores of influential figures in jail, coupled with the manner in which the police 
raids were carried out, led the opposition to accuse the AKP of using Ergenekon to silence opponents 
and take revenge for the closure case (Deniz Baykal on NTV, July 4). 


Prosecutor Zekeriya Oz assumed a Herculean task by deciding to expand the scope of the Ergenekon 
investigation. In this already politicized case, the prosecution will have to prove that what is on trial is 
not the neo-nationalist political program opposing the AKP but a group that poses an imminent threat to 
legal order. Hence, the Ergenekon investigation ironically coalesces with the closure case in an odd 
way. If the prosecution cannot furnish a strong case, it will be charged with seeking to prosecute 
advocates of an idea rather than the wrongdoings of a terrorist organization, paralleling the charges that 
the Constitutional Court closes political parties for harboring ideas without looking into hard evidence. 


It may take years before the Turkish courts decide whether Ergenekon is “Turkey’s Gladio” or an 
amateur shadowy organization. In any case, the prosecutor Oz has already put the entire political system 
into flux. Recent developments have set Turkish politics into a new collision course between the 
government and opposition, as well as leaving deep divisions within the Turkish media. While the 
Ergenekon trial is seen as a requirement for further democratization by some, others view it as a 
campaign to defame the military, deepening divisions already created by the closure case. 

Meanwhile, encouraged by the recent developments, a group of deputies signed a motion by socialist 
deputy Ufuk Uras, calling on parliament to make a thorough investigation of past coups as well as the 
threat of pending coups. Although deputies from major parties refrained from supporting the motion, it 
gathered enough votes to be submitted to parliament this week ( Tara/, July 4; Turkish Daily News, July 
5). If parliament decides to take on this probe, it may open another chapter in the history of Turkish 
democracy.
